GOLDEN CHIMES (Fischer) EM 40” J.C. 1955 15.00 


This is one of the most graceful-growing daylilies in 
a clump that | have ever seen. My first glimpse of 
GOLDEN CHIMES was on one of the Chicago Area 
Treks, The call of “All Aboard’ had come, and we 
were reluctantly leaving the charming and tranquil 
Fischer gardens, when off some distance | saw this 
magnificent clump of the most graceful little flowers. 
| rushed over, and there ii was —- GOLDEN CHIMES in 
all its glory! It was so well branched and formed 
such a compact clump that it looked like a shrub cov- 
ered with golden yellow blossoms. 

The flowers are a clear golden yellow of heavy, vel- 
vety texture, and very tiny - only two inches. They 
open full and widespread with wide sepals and petals. 
They are completely sun-resistant, and because of the 
multiple branching, one could easily remove side 
branches for flower arrangements and never miss 
them. GOLDEN CHIMES starts blooming early mid- 
season and continues over a long period. This is a 
variety that will add charm and distinction to your 
daylily collection. 


THUMBELINA (Fischer) M 12-15% J.C, 1955 15.00 


This is just what the name implies - tiny flowers on 
low scapes. A characteristic of all Mr. Fischer's day- 
lilies is the multiple branching, and this certainly lives 
up to the high Fischer standard. The flowers are tiny 
golden orange trumpets which open nicely. The en- 
tire flower is in perfect proportion - the scape, the fol- 
iage, and size and shape of the flowers all go to form 
a perfect unison. The substance is excellent and com- 
pletely sun resistant. A most desirable daylily, and | 
predict that THUMBELINA will be one of the ‘‘darlings”’ 
of the daylily world, and much sought after. 


PRESIDENT MARCUE (Claar) M 34” J.C. 1955 25.00 

This was seedling No. 50-12 which caused so much 
favorable comment in Mr. Claar's garden. The flower 
is a very pale yellow with green throat, and of unusual 
size and texture. The broad petals are frilled at the 
edges; faintly twisted then delicately pinched at the 
tips. They are gracefully borne on erect stalks, and 
the cool, frosted appearance of the flowers make one 
think of an iced lime frappe. We can think of no 
greater compliment that could be paid to our gracious 
First Lady of the Daylily World than to have Mr. Claar 
name this magnificent daylily for her. Our congratu- 
lations, Maria! See Picture on the Cover. 


WARREN TREADWELL (Claar) M 36” J.C. 1955 25.00 

Enormous flowers of deep, rich orange with the 
same even coloring going to the very heart of the 
flower. The wide petals are abundantly ruffled and 
of wonderful texture. It is truly rare to find a sunfast 
orange such as Warren Treadwell. This stunning 
beauty was named for Mr. Claar's son-in-law. 


BAILEY WALKER (Wood) M 34” J.C. 1955 25.00 

It really seems anti-climax to describe BAILEY 
WALKER after all the wonderful comments it has re- 
ceived. It, together with BESS ROSS and TOOTIE, 
completely stole the show at the Baton Rouge Test 
Gardens. 

The flowers of BAILEY WALKER are large and full- 
petaled, and of a warm cantaloupe coloring - some- 
what pinky-gold. It has a faint, elusive shading of 
lavender blue down the center of the petal. Scapes 
are erect and well-branched. The beautifully shaped 
flowers are delicately frilled and of excellent sub- 
stance, and even under hottest sun its luscious melon 
color remains stable, After seeing the delicate beauty 
of this flower, one can well understand why Mr. Wood 
named it for his lovely granddaughter. 


We should like to extend a cordial invitation to 
visit Our nursery at any time that suits your conven- 
ience. Daylilies are at their height of bloom Mid- 
June to Mid - July.

A beautiful pastel of pale buff and peach-pink 

with a rosy tint in throat and mid-vein of petals. 

Remains open evenings. 

ALICE (Bach) EM 42” 7.50 
A large, light creamy yellow, heavily ruffled. The 

green throat adds coolness and depth to the flowers 

which are of crepe-like texture and very heavy sub- 

stance. 

AMHERST (Wheeler) M 30” Ev. A.M., 1952 4.00 
A large flower of purple with milk white bands 

through the petals. Frilled segments. 

AMULET (Nesmith) M 42” 1.00 
A ruffled pink of light Chinese Coral, delicately 

flushed azalea pink in center of petals and with a 

darker pink zone in throat. 


ANGELICA (Connell) M 36” Ev. 4.00 
Large, light creamy yellow of excellent form. 
APRICOT QUEEN (H. E. Sass) LM H.M. 1952 2.00 


A very beautiful apricot-colored self. Fine sub- 
stance and holds up well in the sun. 
ATEN (Kraus) LM 34” 3.00 
Large, glistening, widely-flaring nasturtium orange. 
A massive flower with extremely heavy substance. 
Strong, well-branched growth habit. 


ATHLONE (Russell) LM 36” Ev., A.M., 1952 1.50 
A large bicolor of satiny buff and rosy-chestnut, 
Interesting form with broad petals that twist and curl. 
ATLAS (Kraus) M 34” H.M., 1955 10.00 
A gigantic and beautiful flower of light yellow, 
heavily creped and ruffled. 
AUGUST PIONEER (Stout) L 36” .60 
Miniature flowers lavishly set on slender, strong, 
well-branched scapes. Chrome orange lightly tinted 
red. 
AU REVOIR (McDade) L 24” 1.00 
Exquisite little flowers of buff dusted Burmese gold. 
Most desirable for its lateness and profuse blooming. 
AUTUMN RED (Nesmith) M 32” .60 
Open velvety red flowers with large wide throat of 
yellow. Very showy and desirable. 
BAGGETTE (Russell) M 30” A.M., 1953 1.50 
An exquisite wide-petaled bicolor with ruffled 
petals of palest lemon deeply shaded old rose, and 
sepals of pale lemon. A profuse bloomer and vigorous 
grower. 
BERTRAND FARR (Stout) M 30” Ev., A.M., 1951 1.00 
A fine large, broad-petaled rosy-peach. Flowers 
are full and of heavy substance. 
BESS ROSS (Claar) H.M., 1955 25.00 
Many visitors to Mr. Claar's garden may remember 
this as Seedling No. 50-02. A large, wide-open, 
brilliant red, this is the most vivid red I've ever seen in 
a daylily. The wide petals and sepals are beautifully 
formed and recurved - slightly frilled. The vivid red 
coloring is very even over the entire flower extending 
into the throat of brilliant yellow, with a chartreuse 
green cup at the base of the bloom. Bold and striking 
really a knockout! 


BESS VESTAL (House) EM 36” H.M., 1952 2.50 
Large, broad-petaled flowers of bright red. 
BETSY B. (Vestal) E 34” Ev., H.M., 1955 3.00 


A gay and lovely flower of brilliant, velvety rich red.

BILL WOOD (Wood) M 44” 10.00 

A true bright red self with yellow throat. Flowers 
are large and widespread. One of the most striking 
and outstanding daylilies. Broad blue-green foliage 
enhances the beauty of the flowers. 

BLACK FALCON (Nesmith) M 36” 150 

Extremely dark with very shallow cup of pale 
canary. The large open flowers are wavy at the 
edges. 

BLACK FRIAR (Lester) LM 40” 5.00 

Large, well-formed, very dark black-red. The 6- 
inch blooms have the graceful form of Taruga. Takes 
the hottest sun and remains open long after dark. 
BLACK PRINCE (Russell) LM 38” A.M. 1951 1.00 

A very dark red with black overlay. The petals and 
sepals are broad, and the golden throat seems to 
accent the richness of the flower. 

BLANCHE HOOKER (Stout) EE 38” Ev., A.M., 1954 2.00 

The brightest early flowering red in the garden. 
Rich orange cup. 

BOLD COURTIER (Nesmith) M 38” A.M. 1950 1.00 

A stunning bicolor with broad pompeian rose petals 
and yellow sepals flushed rose. 

BOUNTIFUL (Cook) M 40” A.M. 1952 1.00 

Sun and rain resistant, this wide petaled large 
lemon yellow is one of the finest. 

Mr. Claude W. Davis, well-known hybridizer of 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana wrote, “On several recent 
visits to the daylily test plot at the L.S.U., my atten- 
tion has been drawn to the clone of Bess Ross” 
(Claar), entered in the plot by your nursery. One 
could not help but notice it as it is the outstanding 
daylily in its color class in the entire planting.’ 
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BRACKEL (Wheeler) M 30” Ev. 1.00 
Deep mahogany brown flower with stitched petal 

pattern resembling brocade. 

BROCADE (Taylor) M 42” Ev., H.M. 1953 3.00 
A Prima Donna seedling with the same smooth 

texture and large size. The body of the flower is 

near Amber Rose with darker veining. A slight eyezone 

accents the wide throat of Golden Glow. Well branched 

and floriferous. Open evenings. 

BROWNSTONE (Kraus) M 36” 2.50 
Wide, glossy velvety brown with purple eyezone. 

Entirely sun resistant. 

BRUNO (Kraus) EM 36” 2.00 
Wide-petaled, bright reddish-chocolate with large 

prominent dark eye and orange throat. 

BURNT SUGAR (Milliken) M 36” 4.00 
A large flowered daylily of excellent substance. A 

self of warm, sunburned honey-tan. 

CABALLERO (Stout) M 40” Ev. A.M. 1951 1.00 
This brilliant bicolor with petals of vermillion red 

and sepals and throat of golden yellow is one of 

the most popular. 

CANARI (Nesmith) M 38” 1.50 
Large open flowers of palest canary yellow. The 

blooms have a satiny finish and the stalks are well 

branched. 


CANYON PURPLE (Nesmith) LM 45” 5.00 
Large full open flowers of raspberry purple with a 
deeper flush just above the pale lemon cup. Both 
petals and sepals are lightly ruffled at the tips. 
CAPISTRANO (Milliken) E 36” Ev. 1.00 
A very bright yellow with large reflexed blooms. 
Long blooming season. 
CARVED IVORY (Nesmith) M 30” H.M. 1952 10.00 
An exquisite pale ivory self, beautifully formed 
and of very heavy substance. The flowers are open 
and flaring, and are carried on well-branched scapes. 
CATHEDRAL TOWERS (Milliken) E 36” H.M. 1951 2.50 
Medium sized flowers opening wide with petals 
reflexed. Base color soft rich yellow. On the petals 
are sharply defined rosy brown towers while the 
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sepals are lightly traced in the same pattern. Remains 
open evenings. Long season of bloom. 
CELEBRITY (Taylor) EM 36” Ev. 15.00 
This bautifully formed flower is a lovely shade of 
coral pink, of excellent substance, and a greenish yel- 
low throat. 
CELLINI (Wheeler) M 33” H.M. 1952, A.M. 1955 2.50 
Clear sulphur yellow with wide overlapping seg- 
ments fashioned into a flaring form of pleasing sym- 
metry. A beautiful new break in daylily form. Opens 
evenings. 
CERISE (Wheeler) M 36” H.M. 1950 2.00 
A strikingly beautiful rose crimson flower of fine 
form. Wide segments, irregularly recurved tips, petals 
very frilled. 
CHALLENGER (Stout) M 48” Semi-Ev., H.M. 1953 1.50 
Robust and vigorous with lush foliage, the medium 
large flowers are of a distinct shade of bright cardinal 
to cherry red with broad petals and greenish yellow 
throat, Good evenings. 
CHICKAMAUGA (McDade) L 40” 3.50 
Very large and showy flowers of rosy copper with 
frilled petals slightly recurving. Continuous bloomer 
on established plants. 
CHLOE (Nesmith) M 34” A.M, 1952 1.50 
Full ruffled flower with deep yellow background 
flecked and powdered with warm golden sepia. The 
darker sepals of burnt orange are very distinctive. 
CHLOE’S CHILD (Nesmith) M 35” Semi-Ev., J.C. 1952 
12.00 
A very broad, full flower with petals almost over- 
lapping the sepals. The throat and undercolor is soft 
Indian Yellow with heavy pigmentation of deep Majo- 
lica. The sepals are deeper in color than the petals, 
giving the effect of a reverse bicolor, and over all 
there is a frosty sheen that sparkles in the sun. 
CIBOLA (Hill) M 39” H.M. 1953 3.00 
A full petaled flower of glistening frosty melon 
with recurving sepals and petals. Fine substance. 
CITATION (Taylor) M 36” Ev., H.M. 1954 15.00 
A striking flower of Lacquer Red with small incon- 
spicuous golden yellow throat. Very showy in a clump.

COLONEL JOE (Lester) EM 40” H.M. 1953 7.50 

One of the finest light yellow daylilies we have 
seen. The 7-inch bloom has almost 2 inch wide 
petals, with ruffled edges. The sepals recurve giv- 
ing the bloom a triangular form. The light lemon 
yellow color does not fade, and remains open after 


dark. 
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COLONIAL DAME 


COLONIAL DAME (Milliken) M 36” A.M. 1953 3.00 
Large flowers of buffy apricot with pale rosy-tan 
banding above the bright golden throat. The petals 
are broad, very ruffled along the edges and creped 
over the flattened portions, and overlap the sepals. The 
whole flower opens wide, giving a flower of excep- 
tional beauty and charm. 
CONSTANCE (Hill) M 38” H.M. 1953 2.00 
Very large and bright red toned blend slightly bi- 
colored, A vigorous grower and fast increaser. 
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COPPER COLONEL (Sass) LM 40” A.M. 1954 2.00 
A beautiful rosy-copper blend of large recurving 
flowers. Tall and free flowering. One of the finest. 
COSETTE (Milliken) E 36” Ev., H.M. 1955 6.00 
Beautifully formed flowers of warm soft yellow with 
rosy dusting on the petals. Exceptionally heavy sub- 
stance, with entire flower creped and ruffled in a most 
intriguing fashion. Blooms for weeks, is fragrant and 
stays open evenings. 
CRADLE SONG (Milliken) M 24” Ev., H.M. 1955 5.00 
A child of High Noon, this floriferous daylily seems 
to be entirely faultless. The immense golden flowers 
are fuller, and larger than its famous parent. It is very 
fast growing, opens late in the afternoon, and remains 
through the next evening. The well branched stalks 
give it a most desirable compactness. 
CREPE SUZETTE (Connell) M 30” Ev. 4.00 
A very ruffled and creped wide-petaled pale yel- 
low. Evening opening. 
CRIMSON GLORY (Carpenter) EM 42” J.C. 1951 
H.M. 1955 7.50 
A large, crimson beauty with ruffled edges and of 
firm substance. Strong, vigorous growth. The even 
coloring on the broad, full petals and sepals make it 
a very smooth, finished flower. 
CRIMSON PIRATE (H. E. Sass) M 30” H. M. 1955 2.00 
A very striking carmine red with Oxblood red eye, 
and small yellow throat. Well branched and excel- 
lent for the foreground. 
CRIMSON STAR (Douglas) M 36” H.M. 1952 3.00 
Large, open flower of crimson, flushed deeper on 
the petals and sepals just above the gold cup. 


BATON ROUGE, UA; 

The beauty of Tootie and Daafu linger in my mind. 
Tootie bloomed twice for me over a long period. I love 
these plants. Bess Ross is the best red ever. It also bloom-

ed twice, and was wonderful. 


DAAFU (Elmer A. Claar) M 24” 25.00 

This is just the daylily you've been wishing for. It's 
a beautiful pink - it's low-growing - and it begins 
blooming just as the other fine pinks are taking their 
farewell bows. DAAFU is a lovely, clear rose-pink 
with a deep rose banding and a golden throat. The 
sepals and petals are beautifully recurved, and the 
texture is firm and durable. The entire plant is in 
perfect balance, with the lush green foliage just the 
proper height and growth habit to compliment the 
beautiful flowers on their low-growing stalks. It is 
a wonderful garden plant. 


DAAFU is named for Mr. Claar's dainty little grand- 
daughter, Jennifer, whose little sister calls her Daafu, 
and |'m sure when you see daylily DAAFU you will 
agree that its frosty sheen and delicate coloring do 
make you think of a dainty little girl all dressed up 
for a party in her pink organdy dress, fresh and sweet. 
DAINTY DEB (Childs) M 34” 8.50 

A very dainty unusual shaped baby-ribbon pink 
with green throat. The flowers are charmingly ruffled 
and are sunproof. 


DAUNTLESS (Stout) M 36” Stout Award 1954 1.00 

A pale Cadmium buff with a slight pastel blended 
mid-zone. Large flowers with wide overlapping petals 
of excellent substance, A universal favorite. 


DELTA GIRL (Connell) M 26” 4.00 

This very pale cream is almost white, and complete- 
ly sunproof. The entire flower is very delicate and 
fragile looking, yet of excellent texture. The dainty 
ruffling adds interest and beauty. 


DEVON CREAM (Nesmith) M 39” A.M. 1952 4.00 
Large, pale creamy yellow, with unusually thick, 
heavy substance. The blooms have wide petals and 
sepals that are beautifully fluted on the edges. 
DIXIE GOLD (Connell) M 36” 2.50 
A smoothly finished gold of fine form. A very 
dependable performer and a consistent repeater. 
DOLLY VARDEN (Nesmith) E 40” 1.00 
Open full flowers of coral pink with touch of rose 
on sepals and petals, Very floriferous and satisfactory.

This adorable little miss 
is the original DAAFU. 
She is really Jennifer 
Treadwell, granddaugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Elmer 
A. Claar. She is now 5, 
and when she was much 
smaller, she called her- 
self ‘‘Daafu"’. 


DOMINION (Stout) E 40” Semi-Ev. 1.00 
Large and bold velvety red-brown flowers with 
deeper eyezone. A rich shade that is universally liked. 
Repeats. 
DOROTHEA (Lester) M 33” A.M. 1954 1.50 
This large light pastel bicolor has petals brushed 
lilac with a heliotrope eyezone. Will take the hottest 
sun all day and be lovelier for it at the end of the day. 
DOROTHY McDADE ([H. P. Sass) L 40” .60 
One of the best of the late yellows. Pure yellow 
with deep tubular shaped blooms. 


DOUBLE VALUE (Kraus) M 24” 5.00 
Fully double orange with wide petals resembling a 

Van Sion daffodil. Never a single flower on this 

variety. 

DUCAT (Dennett) M 36” 1.50 


Large deep golden self. Excellent form and sub- 
stance. Repeats. 
EARLIANNA (Betscher) EE 36” 1.00 
A very fine early blooming golden orange. 
EASTER MORN (Wheeler) EM 42” Ev., A.M. 1951 2.00 
Amaryllis-like flowers of deep buff yellow, flushed 
lavender brown at the midzone. 
ELEGY (Kraus) EM 36” 6.00 
Muskmelon to pale pink throughout with two broad 
bands of suffused yellow on each side of a central pink 
band. A melon self that glows in the sunlight. 
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ELVENIA SLOSSON (Taylor) M 42” Ev. 2.50 
A very fine, profuse bloomer, with beautiful rose- 

red flowers with yellow throat. 

EMPIRE ROSE (Kraus) M 30” 15.00 
Vigorous, free-blooming, wide flaring flower of 

Empire Rose with slightly darker veins and broad 

amber mid-stripe. A very fine variety. 

ERIC JUNIOR (Kraus) M 24” 1.00 
A delightful miniature for the front of the border. 

Small, brightly-glowing scarlet flowers with abundant 

bright green foliage. 

EVELYN CLAAR (Kraus) EM 33” H.M, 1952 

A. M. 1955 6.00 

One of the finest of the new pinks. A broad-petaled 

flower of a cool orcnid pink, Lovely blue-green foliage 

enhances its beauty. 

FAIRY JEWELS (Nesmith) LM 38” H.M. 1950 3.00 
A tall, late-flowering pink on well-branched sturdy 

stalks. The full open flowers of deep shrimp pink are 

smoothy finished. 

FAREWELL (McDade) VL 30” 2.00 
Very late blooming flowers of cadmium yellow 

sprinkled with gold dust. Branching is excellent with 

many flowers blooming at the same time. 

FAR NORTH (Nesmith) LM 36” 2.00 
Cool and refreshing is this large flowered light 

yellow. The full flowers, borne on strong, sturdy, 

well-branched stalks, are very heavy substanced. 

FIRECRACKER (Kraus) EM 36” 2.00 
Dragon-blood red with garnet brown eye. A real 

firecracker! 

FLAMBEAU (Kraus) M 36” 2.00 
A bright, flame-scarlet that retains color and tex- 

ture the entire day. A real knockout in the garden. 

FLAMES (Kraus) M 34” 2.00

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Do not judge your davylilies on one-year plants. 
Most varieties should be established at least three 
years before giving their maximum beauty in size, 
number of blooms, and good branching habit. Plant 
your daylily in good, well-worked soil, with some well 
balanced fertilizer or rotted manure added, then leave 
it alone, except at the beginning of the season, top 
dress with a sprinkling of well balanced fertilizer, also, 
do the same after blooming season. It is always 
good to add a compost mulch or well rotted manure 
in the late fall, but do not feed with a commercial fer- 
tilizer. That is like a shot in the arm to the plant too 
late. Otherwise, you will stimulate late growth, and 
the plant will not take the cold weather just ahead. To 
get the most out of your daylilies, do not always be 
dividing them when they are small clumps. If you buy 
an expensive variety, give it the best treatment you can 
possibly give it, and sit back and enjoy it and get 
your money's worth in the beauty of it. You will not 
see it at its very best until it is an established clump. 


WHERE TO PLANT - Daylilies will grow in either full 
sun or light shade, and in any part of the country. 
They do not require any special kind of soil, but will 
grow in lime or acid, clay or sandy. They will toler- 
ate poor growing conditions, but respond amazingly 
when given a good loamy spot. Your daylilies will 
live and bloom in a poor location, but will astound 
you with their beauty if you give them a spot with 
plenty of humus, and feed them.
